867 IN S T A T E 


Full time and graduate students 
in 
Pennsylvania’s 
fifty-tour 
col­ 
leges and universities this year to­ 
tal only 867 less than In 1931-32, 
according to first semester enroll­ 
ment figures compiled in the state 
department 
of public 
instruction. 
Last year there were 50,960 
such 
students in the accredited colleges 
and 
this year 
there are 
50,103. 
These figures do not include the 
many thousand part time or special 
students enrolled at the larger in­ 
stitutions, most of whom are not 
candidates for degrees. 
Good Record Here 
The 
enrollment at 
Gettysburg 
college last year was 587, while thus 
year 550 enrolled for the first se­ 
mester, a decrease of 37. the small­ 
est throughout the state 
For the 
second .semester at Icart fifteen ad­ 
ditional students will be enrolled, 
cutting the 
decrease to

mately 20. 
Loss in enrollments is spread over

universities. 
Most of these appear to be in the 
western part of the state.
